At the present time. Sierra 
Madre does not have a Jewish 
synagogue. Until the 1960’s 
one did exist here at 212 N. 
Lima. Todau that building is 
the Church of Christ. , 
In 1905 a group of Jewish 
families gathered together 
and formed a congregation. 
Temple Beth Israel. It became 
the second oldest Jewish com¬ 
munity outside of Los Ange¬ 
les. At first they held services 
and meetings in private 
homes. In 1930 as the group 
expnaded, a house was rented 
on Grandview Ave. and here 
the families gathered for so¬ 
cial and spiritual needs. 

By 1931 a purchase was 
made of land at the comer of 
Lima and Laurel. At that time 
the present Sierra Madre El¬ 
ementary School had been 
opened replacing a school 
built in 1905. The congrega-

old school buildings which 
were moved to their newly 
acquired land. These rebuilt 
structures became Temple 
Beth Israel of the Foothill 
Jewish Community Center. 

Rabbi Charles W. Steckel 
became the spiritual leader in 
1951 and was very well liked. 
A solid core of devoted mem¬ 
bers continued the purpose of 
the center and in 1953 a mod¬ 
em building replaced the out¬ 
grown school facilities. 

At that same time there 
was a problem of overcrowd¬ 
ing in our public school. 

By the 1960’s this Jewish 
community had grown tre- 
meiWlO u st y making'fargt^ 
quarters a neccesity. In 1966 
the synagogue here was 
closed and the congregation 
joined with a larger Jewish 
community in Arcadia, Con¬ 
gregation Shaarei Torah on 
2nd Ave. 

In 1975 the newly formed 
Church of Christ purchased 
the property to house their 
new congregation. 


The next step will be the 
Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing on September 21 at 7:30 
pm in City Council Cham¬ 
bers. when the Commission 
is expected to make a recom¬ 
mendation to the City Coun¬ 
cil for approval of the Hous¬ 
ing Element in concept. 

Once it can be shown that 
the Housing Element is con¬ 
sistent with the General Plan 
and the Environmental Im¬ 
pact Report is certified, the 
City can give final approval. 
The General Plan Steering 
Committee and the Planning 
Commission are moving for¬ 
ward with a recommendation 
to the City Council now in 
order to comply with state 
General Plan guidelines and 
housing law. The Planning 
Commission hopes to receive 
public comment before it 
makes its recommendation to 
City Council.

The Phoenix bade farewell to Dixie in August, pursuing a 
northward route through the verdant beauty of the Great 
Smokey Mountains, the misty heights and rhododendrons of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, and the thick hardwood forests of 
Shenandoah National Park. 

Mountains View was a memorable stop before we headed 
out of Arkansas. This charming hamlet in the hills is the home 
of Ozark Folk Center State Park in the seventies to preserve 
the music and crafts of the area, the park offers non-stop music 
and craft demonstrations all summer long. After a day enjoy¬ 
ing the strummin, pickin, fiddlin, and singin au the Folk Cen¬ 
ter, we headed for the town square, where mudicians gather 
and play far into the night. Mountains View has staked its 
claim as the folk music capital of the world, and it woukd be 
difficult to find a real competitor. 

Heading through the boot heel of Missouri and a bit of 
southern Kentucky, we entered the area known as The Land 
Between the Lakes. Bordered by Kentucky Lake on the west 
and Lake Barkley on the east, this lush, rectangular peninsula 
is a great place to hike, fish and watch for birds and animals. 

In Nashville, we enjoyed a back-stage tour of the Grand 
Old Opry conducted by a guide full of inside information. His 
credentials were impeccable. He’d grown up in a Tennessee 
holler and had Minnie Pearl for a baby sitter. Later we went 
to a bluegrass concert at the Opry’s former home in downtown 
Nashville, Ryman Auditorium. 

South of Nashville is a famous tourist stop, the Jack 
Daniel’s Distillery. Ironically located in a dry county. Jack 
Daniel’s offers a great tour of its operations even though it’s 
not allowed to give out samples. A highlight of the tour is the 
safe Jack Daniel once kicked in frustration. The resulting in¬ 
fection in his big toe brought about his untimely demise. His 
business, however, lives on, and recently added a brewery to 
its operations. 

After a delightful stay with friends on their farm in rural 
Tennessee, we continued northward laden with fresh water¬ 
melons, peppers and tomatoes. Skirting the tourist Meccas of 
Pigeon Forge (home of Dolly wood) and Gaitlinbiirg, we took 
the ridge route through the Smokies. Joining the Blue Ridge 
Parkway, we explored the Appalachians through tunnels, fog 
and rhododendrom forests. 

After a pilgrimage to Monticello, where we marveled at 
Thomas Jefferson’s ingenuity, we took Skyline Drive through 
Shenandoah National Park in Virginia. Birds, deer and rac¬ 
coons were plentiful in the lush hardwood forests and wild- 
flowers lined both sides of the road. 

After an excursion through Amish country in Lancaster 
County, Pennsylvania, we reached the coast and spent a night 
in Mystic, Conneticut. The end of the month found us in 
Foxboro, Massachusetts. From this excellent jumping-off 
point near Boston, wee are planning our fall adventures to 
Cape C(xl and Maine in time for leaf season.

David Livingstone dis¬ 
covered the falls on Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1855, and named 
them for Queen Victoria. 

•Grand Canyon: Lo¬ 
cated in northwestern Ari¬ 
zona, this spectacular gorge 
was carved by the Colorado 
River into rocks that repre¬ 
sent over a billion years of 
Earth history. 

Its total length, from the 
Little Colorado River to Lake 
Mead, is about 217 miles 
long and 11/4 miles deep. 

•Great Barrier Reef: Of¬ 
ten called the longest coral 
reef in the world. Australia's 
Great Barrier Reef consists of 
a series of coral islands, reefs, 
and shoals that extend north 
to southeast for over 1,250 
miles. Along the reef, divers 
can find vividly colored fish, 
shells, giant clams and more 
than 350 species of coral. 

•Mauna Loa: The 
world’s largest active vol¬ 
cano, it occupies most of the 
south cential part of Hawaii 
Island. It is 13,680 feet high, 
about 75 miles long, and 65 
miles wide. Mauna Loa has 
lava Hows reaching as far as 
50 miles away. 

•Rainbow Natural 
Bridge: The largest natural 
bridge in the world, it can be 
found near Utah’s monument 
valley where the landscape is 
characterized by tall, red 
sandstone buttes, mesas and 
arches all created by erosion. 

•Yellowstone National 
Park: A wonder because it is 
the world's largest geyser 
area, the park covers an area 
of 3,468 square miles in east¬ 
ern Idaho, southern Montana, 
and northwestern Wyoming. 
Old Faithful, the most fa¬ 
mous geyser in the park, is so 
named because it has sent, for 
more than 100 years, a col¬ 
umn of hot water and steam 
to a height of about 165 feet 
for periods of 2 to 5 minutes 
at intervals of 30 to 90 min¬ 
utes.

Christopher Stirling, presi¬ 
dent and chief operating of¬ 
ficer at Santa Anita Realty En¬ 
terprises. Inc., presented plans 
for Santa Anita’s proposed 
enteitainment center, to more 
than SO members of the Pasa¬ 
dena Kiwanis on Aug. 31.

The Arboretum 
Ambiance A 
Easiness

The Neighbors for Arcadia, a group of citizens that are op¬ 
posed to the proposed Entertainment Center at Santa Anita 
Park, will hold a meeting on Sept. 18, at 7:30 p m., at Glen¬ 
dale Federal Bank. 100 S. First Ave. (On the east side of the 
su-eet, south of Huntington Drive). 

In preparation for this latest meeting, the group has distrib¬ 
uted 250 notices to the l(Kal community, advising them of the 
meeting place and time. They have alst> notified the public via 
cable channel 20. 

One item up for review by this group will be a letter from 
Christopher Stirling, president and chief operating officer of 
Santa Anita Realty Enterprises, Inc. In his letter to Neighbors 
for Arcadia, Stirling mentions several issues: No proposed 
Card Club or Casino in the project, Rkus groups and a tele¬ 
phone survey regarding the Entertainment Center to determine 
citizens’ views, community relations by Jo Ann Scott, etc. 

Stirling also included a newspaper article that cites hous¬ 
ing values in L.A. County, stating that the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley has “bucked" the downward trend in housing prices, partly 
due to entertainment areas such as Old Town Pasadena. 

“At our meeting, we will review this letter, and will have 
a telephone group that will contact as many citizens as they 
can to express their views.” said Dr. Robert Ellison, president 
of Neighbors for Arcadia. 

“We are opposed to this (the Entertainment Center) in the 
most constructive fashion,” said Dr. Ellison. "The only con¬ 
stant in the city is the character of Arcadia. A change like this 
will affect Arcadia for generations to come.” 

He underscored the group s aggressive efforts in bringing 
their views to the community. "We are not going to go away,” 
he stated. 


Since l%8, Arcadia’s Charter remained immutable. Now, 
•27 years later, Arcadia is giving its Charter an overhaul. 

Wednesday, Aug. 30 marked the fourth in a series of Char¬ 
ter Revision Meetings in the City. Time alters many things and 
with it, cities need to adjust certain laws, resolutions and pro¬ 
cedures. For example, in 1968, Arcadia’s Charter only allowed 
the City $6,000 to contract for Public Works. 

Chairman of the Charter Revision Committee. Jim Helms, 
said ’Today $6,000 wouldn’t buy a coffeepot.” He added, “We 
arc in the process of revising items like this, as well as many 
subsidy issues.” 

The committee questioned the personnel classification'of 
the Arcadia Public Library and its employees. In the Charter, 
the Library and its employees are considered “unclassified.” 
Employees in this status have no appeal rights. 

The committee di.scussed this issue carefully and suggested 
different nrodes of correcting these discrepancies. Although 
no resolutions were adopted, the committee moved to send this 
item through the City Council for consideration. 

Another substantial part of revising an outdated charter, is 
to modify terminology as well as grammatical syntax. The 
committee examined several sections of the Charter that in¬ 
cluded outmoded words and grammatical errors. 

Committee member Lucas brought the issue of Public 
Hearings to light. Lucas proposed that more Public Hearings 
be held in excess of the state requirements. Lucas revealed that 
residents of the city need more access to the City Council than 
is currently provided. 

The Charter Revision Committee will reconvene on Sept. 16. 


I don’t think anyone would disagree that having the 
L.A. County Arboretum located right here in Arcadia is 
an asset. 

It is a world-class place of beauty and a definite player 
in the ambiance of Arcadia. Augmenting that ambiance 
will be the upcoming Garden Show in October. 

During the ‘80’s, the Arboretum staged a garden show 
every year. In 1989, for a number of reasons, the staging 
of the show was moved to the Fairplex in Pomona. After 
that it was dropped. John Provine, superintendent of the 
Arboretum, and Judith Morse, executive director of the 
California Arboretum Foundation, have wanted very much 
to bring the show back. 

They received many calls asking if the Arboretum was 
having another garden show. They knew America’s num¬ 
ber one pastime is gardening. They knew the entire indus¬ 
try, everything related in any way to gardening, is one of 
the fastest-growing industries in the country. With all that 
in mind, it seemed like time to bring back the garden show. 

Budget-crunching by the County has made it necessary 
for the Foundation to accept more and more responsibil¬ 
ity for funding the Arboretum. The County expressed a 
need for increased visitorship at the Garden. Taking this 
very seriously, Morse decided, “The Foundation needed 
to develop a four-year special event plan leading up to the 
Arboretum’s SOth Anniversary.” As the plan was devel¬ 
oped, a garden show seemed to be the perfect kick-off. 

The show will be, in terms of the gmunds affected, at 
least twice the size of previous shows. They only other 
outdoor garden show in the country that is the magnitude 
envisioned is in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The three big ones are Boston, Philadelphia and New 
York but they are held indoors, in the winter. This puts 
the L.A. County Arboretum in a rather unique position, 
with relatively good weather year-round. 

The difference with this show, as compared to the pre¬ 
vious shows at the Arboretum, is that this time the Foun¬ 
dation is the producer. Morse said, “This has enabled us 
to attract, as a non-profit, major corporate sponsorship.” 

There is a tremendous amount of planning to do. Morse 
said, “We knew this was going to be fast track. We started 
in February for October production. There was some risk 
in this, but a conscious decision was made. 

“Our feeling was that our responsibility to support this 
garden, in all the various ways we do it, could not allow 
us to wait a full year nrore. The excitement of the people 
involved is absolutely tremendous and very reassuring ”

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a iwo-ycar-old labrador mix that I think is 
pregnant. How long is a dog pregnant and do you have 
any helpful hints for the care ol the mother and the pups? 

The gestation period for dogs is approximately sixty- 
three days. The length ol time for whelping is variable. Nor¬ 
mally, pups are bom approximately thirty to sixty minutes 
apart. However, many times the dam may take a break and 
sleep for a few hours before finishing. It is important that if 
she actively strains for more than thirty to forty five min¬ 
utes without producing a pup that she be taken to a veteri¬ 
narian. There may be a puppy lodged in the birth canal. It 
is also important to make sure the mother removes the am- 
niotic sac from the pups as scKvn as they are bom so they do 
not suffocate. A placenta should come out with each puppy. 
If not, a retained placenta can lead to a serious uterine in¬ 
fection. It is a good idea to have the mother and pups 
checked to make sure there are no more pups in the uterus 
and to make sure the pups arc healthy. The puppies should 
nurse regularly. The mammary glands should be checked 
regularly to make sure that there is no ted or yellow dis¬ 
charge. This may be a sign of an infection. The iiKMher 
should be fed puppy fixxl while nursing to help maintain 
her body weight. The puppies are usually weaned at about 
six weeks of age and vaccines should start at about six to 
eight weeks of age.
